FIVE PERSONS MEET THEIR DOOM. |

CB1CAOO, Sept. 23.—Ai the result of 


"tomebodyV criminal carelessness fire 
human beings were crushed to death and- 
nearly a score of others more or less 
badly hurt in a railway smash-up on the 
Burlington tracks at Kedz'e avenue and 
Eighteenth street Sunday evening. Sun- 
day morning sixty-five car-loads of Ger- 
man Lutherans, representing the church- 
patrons of the German Lutheran Orphan 
asylum, embarked for Addison, a station 
some fifty miles from this city to hold 
Vheir annnal picnic. They went via the 
Illinois Central, the train being divided 
into four sections. The Illinois Central 
trains run over the "Q" tracks as far as 
Forreston. At about 5 o'clock the pic 
nickers embarked for home, the four sec- 
tions starting wit'iin a few minutes of 
each other. 


The Fatal Crash. 


The fourth section, in charge of Con- 


ductor Carrington and Engineer Seavers, 
reached the Eedzle avenue station at 
about 7 o'clock. A freight train being on 
the tiack ahead Seavers brought his train 
to a stop. He was obliged to wait about 
fifteen minutes for a clear track. Just as 
he started bis engine the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Qiiincy suburban train known 
as "Downers express" came dashing down 
the line at the rate of thirty miles an hour 
and crashed into the rear of the excursion 
train 
Then followed one of those terri- 


ble scenes so often chronicled of late. The 
night air was filled with the shrieks of 
dying and injured women and the groans 
and curses of men. The car next forward 
of the rear was sent crashing half way 
through the coach ahead. It was driven 
like a wedge propelled by some mighty 
power into the car, crowded with seventy 
men and women. It carried to four per- 
sons instant death. It broke the limbs, 
cruelly tore the flesh, and ground into 
pulp tLe lioucs ai.-! mascles of a dozen or 
more poor souls. 


Removing; the Dead and Wonnded. 


Kedzie avenue and Eighteenth street is 


a lonely spot at night. There are but few 
houses in the vicinity. Hence the work 
of rescue was de'ayed for several minutes. 
Kirk Eastman was o-ie of the first on the 
ground and he directed the work. With 
his little band of helpers the task of re- 
moving the dead and wounded was begun 
and every fresh arrival was pressed into 
service, and in half an hour the ill-fated 
train was empty By this time a crowd 
numbering 500 people had collected. The 
police and fire departments were quick to 
respond, and everything possible was 
done for the sufferers. 


Lint of the Killed.

A WRECK ON THE WABASH. 


The Dliuter Benults In the Death of 


Three Men. 


NIOGA, Iowa, Sept. 22.—A wreck oc- 


curred on the Wabash, St. Louis and Pa- 
cific near here about 3 o'clock Sunday 
morning, in which Engineer Martin Esk- 
riclge, Fireman Joseph Burke, and Brake- 
man R. G. Williamson were killed. The 
accident occurred at a trestle about 300 
feet long which crossjs a cut made by a 
creek through the hills The bridge is at 
the end of a curve so sharp that a person 
standing 100 yards to tbe east can just see 
the end of it. The train, which consisted 
of seventeen loaded cars and a caboose, 
wa* just coming round this curve from 
tht east, when the whole westerji half of 
tht bridge wa. discovered to be a mass of 
flames. The brakemen were at their 
posts, as tbe yrade is steep at this point, 
and the engineer reversed his lever, but it 
tcarcely checked tbe train. The engine 
struck the burning chasm, while the cars 
were piled above it in a shapeless mass. 


The Engineer's Awfal Death. 


Brakeman 
Williamson 
was 
burled 


against a tree and bis skull crushed so 
that be died in a few minutes after being 
focnd, and Engineer Eskridge was un- 
doubtedly crushed to death in the wreck, 
although the lx>dy has not yet been found. 
Fireman Burka was found with his left 
hand pinioned under a girder, but other- 
wise unhurt. Above him was a tank of 
oil, the lower end of wnich already was 
enveloped in flumes, and he begged the 
conductor and rear brakeman who found 
him to cut off bis hand us the only means 
of saving him from tbe impending ex 
plosion of the oil tank. They made a 
desperate effort to pall him loose, but be- 
ing unable to do so finally started for an 
ax in the caboose, but f'efore they could 
get to him the explosion took place and 
Bnrke was burned to death.

Rosa Waterbury, also a fcister, and her 
daughter Esther, and Mrs Hiram Strait, 
mother of Smith and Thomas Strait; also 
two bouse servants. 


Narrow Eaeape of the Inmates. 


Mr. Manchester jumped from a second- 


story window and was badly bruined. His 
face, hinds and arms were burned until 
the flesh dropped off, and his wife re- 
ceived a severe nervous shock. She made 
efforts to rescue her son, but be ran back, 
crazed with fright, and was never seen 
again. Mrs. Wing was taken out on a 
ladder by some of the men employed 
about the place. Hanley and his wife 
made llit-ir exit from the roof and she was 
severely injured internally by the fall. 
The house was valued at about$15,090 and 
the insurance amounts to S10,QUO. Val- 
uable jewelry and considereble money 
was lent at well as everything in the 
aouse.

A M. Palmer, of the Madi- 
son Square theatre, who had charge of 
the arrangements by virtue of his office 
as president of the actors' fund, with the 
pall-bearers and friends of the dead actor, 
gathered at Ins late residence, 108 West

the remains the black cloth-covered cas- 
ket was sealed up and earned to the 
hearse in waiting. It bore on the lid a 
silver plate with this inscription: "Dion 
Bonoicault died Sept. 18, 1890, aeed 68 
years."

Work of the President. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Sept. 22 —The presi- 


dent has signed the commission of Theo. 
L. Schleer to be United States consul at 
Amsterdam, and commuted from six to 
two years the sentence of B. H. Jones who 
was on May 6, 1889, convicted of making 
false entries m the accounts of the Staf- 
ford, Kan., National bank. He alto grant- 
ed a pardon to J. Or is Jones, who was 
convicted in the northern district of Iowa 
June 13, 18S8. for foring a signature to a 
money order. The president's pardon in 
this case Is based upon the fact that the 
offender isja boy.who fell inwith bad com- 
pany and was led astray, having since 
reformed.

ington is greatly excited over the an- 
nouncement of a highly sensational sui- 
cide which occurred some time between 
10 p. m. and JO a. m. It is that of Mrs. 
Fannie McMillan, wife of Fred McMillan, 
formerly of this city, and who is now in 
Now York, the manager of Fay Temple- 
ton. Mrs. McMillan was discovered in 
her apartments at the Phoenix hotel at 10 
o'clock Sunday morning, lying iu a com- 
atose condition and nt the threshold of 
death. Everything indicated poison by 
morphine. Doctors were summoned and 
pronounced the case hopeless and at 11 
o'clock the beautiful woman was a corpse. 
It was soon discovered that she had taken 
five grains of morphine purchased Satur- 
day iu this vicinity. She had settled all 
her debts and had stated that she was 
going to leave the city for a few day a. 
She left a letter stating her intention of 
committing suicide, directing how she 
should be laid out, and where buried, and 
requesting that no notice be sent of her 
death to her parents or friends. A week 
ago she bought a lot in Evergreen ceme- 
tery, this city, in which she requested that 
she be interred. 


A Sadly Interesting Story. 


The story of Mrs. McMillan's life Is a 


sadly interesting one. She was a daugh- 
ter of W H. Campbell, of Hamilton, 
Ohio, who is a millionaire and a man of 
high sta.iding. 
She was also tbe full 


cousin of Governor Campbell, of Ohio, 
and tbe sister of the wife of Congressman 
Morey, of the Seventh Ohio district. Fire 
years ago she married Fred McMillan in 
Chicago, and about three years ago she 
came to Bloomiagton, where McMillan 
was located as the agent of the Consoli- 
dated Tank Line company. McMillan Is 
a handsome, bright and stylish fellow. 
Their life here was one of continued 
wrangling and unhappiness, Mrs. McMil- 
lan accusing her husband of cruelty and 
neglect. Just one year ago she attempted 
self-destruction 
by putting a sponge 


wetted with chloral m her month and a 
handkerchief over her face. She was res- 
cued after hours of hard work. 


Left H«*r Property to a Chambermaid. 
McMillan thereupon left her and went 


to Philadelphia, to which place she fol- 
lowed him, creating a sensation in the 
Colonnade hotel, where she met him. 
She then went to Ohio to her family, who 
made an unsuccessful attempt to place 
her in a private asylum for mental treat- 
ment. A few months ago she came back 
to Bloomington and had been living at 
the hotel ever since. She obtained a di 
vorce from McMillan in tbo court here 
one week ago on the plea of repeated 
cruelty, McMillan making no defense 
It is believed she brought the suit hoping 
to bring McMillan back to her, for she 
was hopelessly infatuated 
with him, 


and her love was apparently wholly un 
requitted. Mr1*. McMillan was a peti(* 
brunette, a miperb dresser, and one of 
the most stylisli women ever seen in this 
city. Mrs. McMillan madfl a will Satur- 
day, leaving her property In Hamilton, 
Ohio, worth II,(XX), to Maggie Daly, a 
chambermaid of the Phoauix hotel who 
had been kind to her.

Washington. This lobby hung around the 
Sjnate doors during all the time the Me- 
kinley bill was under discussion in that 
b >dy. And for the last few days there hav« 
b*;n a score of lobbyists to look after eact 
republican member of the conference com- 
mittee, 
The manufacturers and trust* 


evidently thought they had more than a 
two hour's interest in the final shape of tb.it 
bill. 


Now, 
the peop'e have not had a fair trial. 


They were forced Into the star ehambei 
court, they were trag^td after being put ir 
there; and now after a verdict by a packed 
Jury, the people are given two hours In 
which to say why sentence of confiscation 
should not be pronounced on them. The 
fallows on the other side have had months 
Jn which to perfect their little schemes. 
Lobbyists were always on hand to button- 
hole an influential member of the variou'- 
committees that have bad the bill in hands. 
Those lobyists would wink at a commlttee- 
m»n, which meant champagne and then 
they would whisper, which meant that there 
was a scheme on foot to make some out- 
aider pay the bill. 


Toe result of an hour's bnttonhollng and 


champagne and whispering would under 
ordinary circumstances be subjected to a 
d*y's discussion before there would be anj 
thought of approval 
In the case that ie 


now presented in Congress, .whole months 
of the dark and mysterious work are to be 
forced on the people at two- hour's notice. 
This is called "business", it looks more 
like execution on a judgment note. 


It has been hinted for the last two days 


that a duty of IK cents a pound will be pni 
on binder twine by the conference committee 
that has control of the tariff bill. Tht 
lobbyists of that trust have been banging 
around the eommltte during every hour of 
the last week. They have at last presented 
their case In a way that strikes the easy ca 
lure of toediued and wined commltteeman 
They have probably got what they want, 
and now they think it Is time to shut ofl 
farther discussion of the matter. 


We dont know how many men are bene- 


fltted by a duty on binding twine; probably 
a few more than a dozen. And yet these 
fellows have had a hearing for weeks. Tbey 
hired good talkers to take care of their case. 
These talkers went to Washington and 
•truck np a hand-to-glove acquaintance wltb 
tie fellows who are to say what the law 
shall be. 


On the other hand, there are are a few 


millions of farmers who know tbey could 
be beaeflrted by f tee binding twine. Tbej 
hare spoken out tune and again and said as 
mooch. These farmers have men In Wash 
Inftoo to do their talking. Their men art
